Having Extra Cash in the Bank 


Wouldn’t you know that 
day you couldn’t get your car 
started you also got a letter 
from your bank saying your 
account was overdrawn?

Remember how Dad always 
used to let some air out of 
his tires when the snow got 
over two inches deep? Grand­ 
pa had told him this would 
increase his traction. 
Now, a new generation has 
come along to tell it like it is. 
It’s like this: Your tires ac­ 
tually lose some of their bite 
when you let air out of them. 
If you want good winter 
traction, put on a set of snow 
tires—maybe studded (where 
legal) — or buy some chains. 
However you do it, do not ex­ 
periment with your tire pres­ 
sure. Besides the traction sit­ 
uation, underinflation can 
waste 20% or more of your 
gasoline. 
Here is another interesting 
phenomenon about tire pres­ 
sures. If you leave the cold 
north when the temperature 
is down around zero, driving 
into the tropical south where 
it is a lovely 80 degrees, your 
tires could become as much 
as eight pounds overinflated. 
Conversely, your tire pres­ 
sure will drop a like amount 
as you go from a warm tem­ 
perature to cold. The drop is 
about a pound for each 10 
degrees. 
This is why you should not 
check tire pressures in a 
heated garage and why you 
should have the pressure 
checked about once a month 
— esp ecially as seasons 
change. 
The advantages of proper 
tire pressure checks are in­ 
creased safety, better han­ 
dling and longer, more even 
tread wear. 


VENTILATION VITAL 
Even on the coldest winter 
days, it’s still a good idea to 
drive with a window slightly 
opened. This will prevent the 
possibility of carbon monox­ 
ide fumes amassing in the 
passenger compartment. Bet­ 
ter yet, have your exhaust 
system checked thoroughly 
to guard against the deadly 
gas.

If your car goes into a skid 
on a wet or icy street, turn 
the steering wheel in the di­ 
rection of the skid. Do not 
jam on the brakes but pump 
them gently. 


is called Voltage Available. 
In simple terms, that’s the 
voltage that is provided by 
the electrical system and 
beefed up by the coil to fire 
the spark plugs. The “outgo” 
is called Voltage Required, or 
the juice needed to fire the 
spark plugs efficiently. 
A healthy system would 
provide about 25,000 volts to 
the plugs. When the plugs 
are in good condition, they 
require about 7,000 volts to 
fire. All things being equal, 
there should be plenty of 
Voltage Reserve in the igni­ 
tion bank. 
Even with your engine in 
top condition, when winter 
comes there is an extra strain 
on your car’s starting ability. 
Cold or damp weather takes 
its toll. For example, at freez­ 
ing temperature, the battery 
is only working at 60 percent 
of its strength. 


So there is less voltage 
available. 
Deteriorated ignition sys­ 
tem components also cut in­ 
to the voltage available to 
the spark plugs. For exam­ 
ple, spark plug wires that are 
worn or cracked leak away 
vital voltage. Distributor 
components like points, rotor 
and cap must be in top shape 
to help provide a healthy 
spark. 


When Voltage Needed 
Fresh spark plugs should 
be able to function well even 
with reduced voltage avail­ 
able. But when the plugs 
themselves are worn, the 
voltage requirement goes up. 
A set of plugs with 10,000 or 
more miles usage can require 
several thousands more volts 
to fire them. If they are bad­ 
ly fouled, they may not even 
fire at all.

Tune-Up Now, Avoid Winter Motoring Hassles 


So Says AAA Director Who Offers 
Tips on Starting, Maintenance 
And Driving in Snow

Does the thought of wres­ 
tling with a stalled engine 
this w inter give you chills?

A ssociation says you can 
avoid this seasonal hassle by 
putting into practice a few 
basic guidelines for getting 
your car under way smoothly. 
But well before w inter a r­ 
rives, AAA urges every car 
owner to take his car in for 
a complete tune-up and in ­ 
spection. Especially im por­ 
ta n t is a check of the car’s 
electrical system. In 1971, 
AAA estim ates show 49 per 
cent of the n ation’s 82.6 m il­ 
lion m otoring problems re ­ 
sulted from battery and elec­ 
trical failures. 
Buttery Check 
B atteries should be check­ 
ed frequently. At 32 degrees, 
cranking power is about 40 
per cent less th an when the 
tem perature is a t 80 degrees; 
and at zero, about 60 per cent 
less. 
During extended periods of 
cold weather, starting the car 
and running the engine at 
least every other day at suffi­ 
cient RPM ’s to charge the 
battery 
is good insurance 
against battery failure. If 


this is done in a garage, be 
sure to open the garage doors 
wide 
enough 
to 
p ro te c t 
against the th reat of carbon 
monoxide poisoning. 
Do install snow tires well 
before the first snowfall, and 
have chains ready in case of 
a severe snowstorm. 


Starting Tip** 
Once the inspection has 
been completed, and th a t 
first cold m orning has a r­ 
rived, here is AAA’s advice on 
how to get your engine s ta rt­ 
ed with a m inimum of tro u ­ 
ble: 
• Make sure the shift selec­ 
tor or gear shift is in neutral.

The non-use of seat belts is but one example 
of this apparent lack of concern. 


' On a dollar and cents basis, car care does pay tangible 
dividends. That low-emission tune-up will do more 
than help clean up the air. It will also save on gasoline 
consumption and on time and money expended when the 
car won’t start. 


Simple, low-cost procedures such as changing oil and filter 
and lubrication on a regular basis can forestall costly engine 
and drive train repairs. Cooling system attention can prevent 
mishaps that in some cases would ruin an engine completely.

The ignition system income

is called Voltage Available. 
In simple terms, that’s the 
voltage that is provided by 
the electrical system and 
beefed up by the coil to flre 
the spark plugs. The "outgo” 
is called Voltage Required, or 
the juice needed to fire the 
spark plugs efficiently. 
A healthy system would 
provide about 25,000 volts to 
the plugs. When the plugs 
are in good condition, they 
require about 7,000 volts to 
fire. All things being equal, 
there should be plenty of 
Voltage Reserve in the igni­ 
tion bank. 
Even with your engine in 
top condition, when winter 
comes there is an extra strain 
on your car’s starting ability. 
Cold or damp weather takes 
its toll. For example, at freez­ 
ing temperature, the battery 
is only working at 60 percent 
of its strength. 


So there is less voltage 
available. 
Deteriorated ignition sys­ 
tem components also cut in­ 
to the voltage available to 
the spark plugs. For exam­ 
ple, spark plug wires that are 
worn or cracked leak away 
vital voltage. Distributor 
components like points, rotor 
and cap must be in top shape 
to help provide a healthy 
spark. 


W hen V oltage Needed 
Fresh spark plugs should 
be able to function well even 
with reduced voltage avail­ 
able. But when the plugs 
themselves 
are worn, 
the 
voltage requirement goes up. 
A set of plugs with 10,000 or 
more miles usage can require 
several thousands more volts 
to flre them. If they are bad­ 
ly fouled, they may not even 
flre at all.

Remember how Dad always 
used to let some air out of 
his tires when the snow got 
over two inches deep? Grand­ 
pa had told him this would 
increase his traction. 
Now, a new generation has 
come along to tell it like it is. 
It’s like this: Your tires ac­ 
tually lose some of their bite 
when you let air out of them. 
If you want good winter 
traction, put on a set of snow 
tires—maybe studded (where 
legal) — or buy some chains. 
However you do it, do not ex­ 
periment with your tire pres­ 
sure. Besides the traction sit­ 
uation, underinflation can 
waste 20% or more of your 
gasoline. 
Here is another interesting 
phenomenon about tire pres­ 
sures. If you leave the cold 
north when the temperature 
is down around zero, driving 
into the tropical south where 
it is a lovely 80 degrees, your 
tires could become as much 
as eight pounds overinflated. 
Conversely, your tire pres­ 
sure will drop a like amount 
as you go from a warm tem­ 
perature to cold. The drop is 
about a pound for each 10 
degrees. 
This is why you should not 
check tire pressures in a 
heated garage and why you 
should have the pressure 
checked about once a month 
— esp ecia lly as season s 
change. 
The advantages of proper 
tire pressure checks are in­ 
creased safety, better han­ 
dling and longer, more even 
tread wear. 


VENTILATION VITAL 
Even on the coldest winter 
days, it’s still a good idea to 
drive with a window slightly 
opened. This will prevent the 
possibility of carbon monox­ 
ide fumes amassing in the 
passenger compartment. Bet­ 
ter yet, have your exhaust 
system checked thoroughly 
to guard against the deadly 
gas.

Now, your mind’s 
at ease about excessive emis­ 
sions. Well, it shouldn’t be. 
Studies conducted by Olson 
Laboratories show that ac­ 
ceptable emission perform­ 
ance for most cars can be 
achieved and sustained only 
by proper maintenance and 
repair.

Tune-Up I\ow, Avoid Winter Motoring Hassles 


Does the thought of wres­ 
tling with a stalled engine 
this winter give you chills? 
The American 
Automobile 
Association says you can 
avoid this seasonal hassle by 
putting into practice a few 
basic guidelines for getting 
your car under way smoothly. 
But well before winter a r­ 
rives, AAA urges every car 
owner to take his car in for 
a complete tune-up and in­ 
spection. Especially impor­ 
tant is a check of the car’s 
electrical system. In 1971, 
AAA estimates show 49 per 
cent of the nation’s 82.6 mil­ 
lion motoring problems re­ 
sulted from battery and elec­ 
trical failures. 
Battery (Ihcck 
Batteries should be check­ 
ed frequently. At 32 degrees, 
cranking power is about 40 
per cent less than when the 
temperature is at 80 degrees; 
and at zero, about 60 per cent 
less. 
During extended periods of 
cold weather, starting the car 
and running the engine at 
least every other day at suffi­ 
cient RPM’s to charge the 
battery is good insurance 
against battery failure. If 


this is done in a garage, be 
sure to open the garage doors 
wide 
enough 
to protect 
against the threat of carbon 
monoxide poisoning. 
Do install snow tires well 
before the first snowfall, and 
have chains ready in case of 
a severe snowstorm. 


Starting Tip» 
Once the inspection has 
been completed, and that 
first cold morning has a r­ 
rived, here is AAA’s advice on 
how to get your engine start­ 
ed with a minimum of trou­ 
ble: 


• M ake Mire llu* ttliifl selec­ 
to r or gear shift is in neutral. 
If the ear lias a m an u al shift, 
depress the clutch while sta rt­ 
ing. 
• Avoid a “ battery strain ” 


hy m aking certain all electri­ 
cal accessories (radio, lights, 
h ea te r) are tu rn ed off before 
using the starter. 
• Depress the gas pedal all 
the way down to the floor 
once, then hold it halfway 
down as the starter is e n ­ 
gaged. Do not p u m p the gas 
pedal, because this can result 
in flooding. 
• T u rn the ignition key to

Ami Driving in Snow

Properly Aligned Wheels Add Miles to Tire Life

Just as there are timing 
and ignition gap settings 
that combine to provide a 
well tuned, efficient engine, 
there are camber, caster, and 
"Toe” settings to maintain 
the operating quality of the 
chassis. 
These are adjustable an­ 
gles that must be maintained 
to provide a true running 
front end that will allow 
tires to give their maximum 
service life. 
The camber angle is a 
measure of the tilt of the top 
of the front wheels to or 
away from the vehicle body. 
Ideally, for long tire life, the 


wheels should be clpse to a 
true vertical position when 
the car is in operation and 
at its stable riding height. 
This prevents excessively 
high pressure on any portion 
of the tread where it meets 
the road that could cause un­ 
usual tire wear on one sec­ 
tion of the tire surface. 


Concerned with Steering 
Caster is the alignment an­ 
gle used to measure the for­ 
ward or rearward tilt of the 
steering axis of the front 
wheels, when checking from 
the side view. Its effect on 
the vehicle is mainly con­ 
cerned 
with 
steering 
and 


handling. 
Only under very extreme 
condition can caster be a tire 
wear factor. 
Other handling problems 
calling for front end service 
would occur before tire wear 
became a problem. 
Of the three adjustable 
alignment angles "Toe” has 
the greatest effect on tire 


life. The "Toe” specification 
concerns the ability of the 
wheels to roll ahead freely 
without scuffing across the 
road surface. 
The ability to hold the 
proper "Toe” setting is di­ 
rectly affected by the condi­ 
tion of the parts in the steer­ 
ing system. This chassis sys­ 
tem which includes the idler 
and pitman arms, tie rod 
ends, and centerlinks, con­ 
nects the two front wheels 
and has the job of transmit­ 
ting the driver’s directional 
desires to them. 


To«*-setting* 
Although the parts in the 


steering system don’t sup­ 
port a great deal of weight, 
they are subject to jarring, 
twisting, and turning forces 
that tend to wear them and 
create looseness. The change 
in the relationship of the 
parts to each other that is 
created by this wear can lead 
to variable or incorrect "Toe” 
settings that are a real haz­ 
ard to tire life. 
M aintaining the proper 
"Toe” and camber alignment 
in a vehicle is critical to ob­ 
taining the longest possible 
life from your tires, but 
alignment alone is not the 
whole story.

But caring for one’s car pays handsome dividends in help­ 
ing oneself. Perhaps the concern for one’s family’s safety is 
not that tangible an idea. It’s comforting to believe “It can’t 
happen to us.” The non-use of seat belts is but one example 
of this apparent lack of concern.

Preserving that New Look 
Enhances Value of Car 


A minor scratch can de­ 
velop into a serious infection 
when left unattended. This 
applies to cars as well as hu­ 
man bodies. 
Possibly you have experi­ 
enced something like this 
with your car. The minor 
parking lot dent or split up­ 
holstery seam, which upset 
you considerably at first, 
gradually becomes part of 
the scene.

3. Two rear green lights 
activated by a depressed gas 
pedal. (O r when the driver 
has started up again.) 
4. Amber rear turn sig­ 
nals, integrated with the am ­ 
ber lights in Point 2. 
It is estimated the system 
would cost $15 per car. 
Purpose of the system is to 
create more exact communi­ 
cation between drivers. It is 
hoped by proposers of the 
legislation that the number 
of rear-end collisions would 
be markedly reduced.
